The following is a non-limiting list of the issues and potential amendments that may be discussed 
during the interview; 



• Use of a proviso that the electron-transporting layer is not a light emitting layer in order 
to overcome the rejection based on Tarnano, Doi, and Hosokawa. 

• The nonobviousness of the feature v. herein "the electron .-transporting layer is formed on 
the hole-transporting layer by a wet method using alcohol". This nonobvious feature 
takes into consideration the solubility of the respective layers and requires that an 
electron-transporting layer be formed of an alcohol soluble material. 

• Allowability of withdrawn claims, including the manufacturing method of an organic 
electroluminescent element recited by claim 7. 

• Various issues concerning the Hosokawa reference, including that in the portion cited by 
the Examiner (col. 35, lines 32-60): 

o States that the electron transporting layer is formed on an emitting layer, rather 

:han the hoie-uansportiiig layer; 
o Docs not mention anything regarding the solubility of the respective layers; and 
o Does not mention that the electron-transporting layer is deposited using a wet 

method with alcohol. 

• Where in prosecution Applicants acknowledged that NPD and PEDOT:PSS are insoluble 
in. alcohol, as alleged hv tin Examiner. 

• Whether Examiner is assuming that the hole injection layers of T arnano and Doi equate 
to hole-transporting layers. 
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
